There is, however, one very 
important change involving those 
who are entitled to use the card 
Form 1040A. 
In y ears past, Form 1040A could 
not be used by any taxpay er whose 
income exceeded $5,000 
For 1958, the card form may be 
used by any individual with total 
income of less than $10.000, con­ 
sisting of wages reported on Form 
W-2, and not more than $200 in 
dividends, interest and wages not 
subject to withholding. 
Husband and wife also may file 
a jjoint return on Form 1040A if 
their combined income does not 
exceed these limits. This change 
means that many more taxpay ers 
than before will be eligible to use 
Form 1040A. 
One of the later Primer articles 
will help y ou decide which form 
to use when y ou fill out y our tax 
return. 
Other articles will cover points 
which bother most taxpay ers — 
concentrating on items that are 
likely to save y ou money . Watch 
for them as they appear in this 
newspaper. 


ONE OF THE DIFFICULTIES 
with our tax laws today is that 
even the simplest rules have excep­ 
tions and complictions which tend 
to confuse the average person. 
For example, take the rule about 
who must file a tax return. The 
general rule is that every one, re­ 
gardless of age or citizenship, re­ 
siding in the United States who 
had gross income in 1958 of $600 
or more^ must file a tax return. 
But this rule has two exceptions: 
first, if y ou were 65 or older on 
Dec 11, 1958 then y ou do not have 
to file unless y our gross income 
was $1200 or more; and. second, 
despite what is said above about 
9000 and $100 tests, if y ou were a 
self-emaploy ed person subject to 
cial security tax in 1958, y ou must 
file if y ou had net earnings from 
self-employ ment of $400 or more.

Dangers of Osteomyelitis Lesson

How much expert advice should 
my readers seek in order to han­ 
dle their own affairs? 
This q uestion is one I’ve been 
asking the men that sell y ou in­ 
surance and mutual funds, stocks 
and bonds and mortgages. I pop­ 
ped this q uestion at a couple of 
bankers too, as we lunched in their 
pine-paneled dining room on Wall 
Street. 
I did not realize that instead of 
receiving a direct answer I would 
set off a violent debate among this 
bank’s economist and the head of 
its trust department — one of the 
largest trust departments ii\ the 
country . 
The economist contended th a t 
some folks have enough horse - 
sense to manage their own affairs 
without outside counsel, and 
do 
well at it. 


THE EXAMPLE he cited was a 
bus driver’s wife who, via careful 
planning, was able to save between 
$590 and $800 y early from her hus­ 
band’s pay . She invested this mo­ 
ney , whenever she had $100 or so, 
in the common stocks of compan­ 
ies whose products or services she 
knew and enjoy ed. 
Her portfolio, without aid from 
Wall Street, consists of Gen e r a l 
Foods, General Motors, Eastman 
Kodak, Sears Roebuck and a cou­ 
ple of others. 
She’s held on to these, keeps 
adding to them though she has 
never heard of dollar averaging 
and has managed to pay her chil­ 
dren’s college tuitions. 
“Other people need to be told,” 
said the economist. “They need a 
careful review by some skilled per­ 
son of their budget and their in­ 
surance. They need to have a care­ 
fully tailored program to show 
them how to make their savings 
grow. I think banks should offer 
such a service for a fee of say 
$25.” 


MY TRUST OFFICER friend 
saw red. His objections to such a 
service were several. He insisted 
that already a majority of banks 
are rendering such services with 
skill and freq uently without pay 
when clients asked for it. He ob­ 
jected to a paid service on the 
grounds that it might trespass le­ 
gal territory . He objected toward 
promoting the free service that his 
institution was rendering on the 
grounds that it already was cost­ 
ing his bank money and he could 
not see how it could be extended 
much further. 
The economist contended that 
people take too lightly the serv­ 
ices they get for free. He pointed 
out that they think nothing of pay ­ 
ing for medical, legal, accounting 
services, that like the wealthy , they 
should pay some fee for financial 
advice. 
This service would coordina t e 
all their assets with a personaliz­ 
ed plan to make these grow either 
via more insurance, a larger in­ 
vestment in real estate or in a 


business of their own or in the se­ 
curities market. 
What thrilled me was the tre­ 
mendous interest, the expenditure 
of time, thought and energy , the 
sincere desire of big-time bankers 
to help small investors throughout 
the country .

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There Finally Comes a Time 


Whether y ou think of the Sov iet Union’s 
newest and mcst spectacu lar demonstration 
of missile mastery as a triu mph of pu re 
science or a demonstration of military pow­ 
er — or a great deal of each — there is 
nothing any one can say to detract from its 
su ccess 
There finally comes a time when there is 
nothing left to say . The United States brou ght 
abou t that kind of a v acu u m of comment 
when it dev eloped the first nu clear bombs. 
It had ex perienced an absolu te triu mph. 
Nothing any one cou ld say wou ld hav e any 
effect on what it had done. 
The Sov iet Union clearly holds su ch a com­ 
manding lead in missile mastery that the 
United States can do nothing bu t defer to 
its su periority and work as hard as it knows 
how to catch u p. It is a form of competi­ 
tion this cou ntry did not choose and in which 
it has been handicapped by the absence of 
a powerfu l compu lsion “to do or die.’* 
Bu t it it is to be the shape of things in 
the tu tu re that nations mu st compete with 
one another in the dev elopment of rockets 
capab.e of spanning an ocean with a nu clear 
warhead, or carry ing scientific instru ments 
and u ltima ely hu man beings into space, the 
United States will acq u it itself creditably . 
This is now the armament race. Battle­ 
ships, armies, airplanes and gu ns are going 


to be made obsolete by gu ided missiles. Com­ 
petition for power on the earth will be car­ 
ried on simu ltaneou sly with competition for 
power in space, which in tu rn will hav e di­ 
rect bearing on power in earth. 
The Sov iet Union has a commanding lead. 
The United States recently took pride in the 
fact the second Atlas su ccessfu lly lau nched 
by the Air Force went into orbit. The pride 
was ju stifiable, bu t not on the grou nds that 
the Atlas was bigger than Spu tnik III. 
The size of the Atlas cou ld not properly 
be ctmpared with Spu tnik III, which repre­ 
sented a pay load of 2,919 pou nds, against 
the smaller pay load of abou t 50 pou nds car­ 
ried into orbit by the Atlas. 
The Sov iet Union’s su n-circling “planet’* 
is more than a third heav ier than Spu tnik 
III. This is the challenge of the Sov iet Un­ 
ion’s tremendou s lead in missiles — a lead 
so commanding there is no immediate pro­ 
spect of shortening it. 
Not ev en the hy steria that immediately 
broke loose in Wasiiington will hav e the slight­ 
est effect. Nor a zillion billion dollars, which 
will be proposed. Nothing bu t a tireless ef- 
ort ov er the long pu ll to prov e what Amen» 
cans hav e been prov ing ev er since czars, 
despots and kings of y estery ear tried to prov e 
the contrary — that free men can su rv iv e 
and su rpass by v irtu e of their freedom. 


T hey're T al king a Different Language 


This is the time of the y ear when family 
bu dgets are made ou t. 
First, income. Then, fix ed ex penses. Then, 
sav .ngs. Then, a list of things the family 
wou ld do if it cou ld afford to do them. The 
list is trimmed u ntil it and the fix ed ex penses 
and the sav ings are no greater than income. 
That’s bu dget-making, family sty le. 
Bu t it’s not bu dgetmaking the way the 
Hapny Spenders do it in Washington — and 
that ex plains the chasm between all of them 
and all the rest of u s who alway s hav e 
thou ght the idea of bu dget-making was to liv e 
inside foreseeable income. 
They think the idea of bu dget-making is to 
m skt income meet their specifications for 
the spending they intend to do. Thu s, if 
Mother wou ld like to remodel the kitchen. 
Sister wants a mink cape, Ju nior wants a 
car of his own and Pop wants a cabin 
cru iser, their wants are more important than 
the fact Pop is making barely enou gh to bu y 
beans and has nothing better in sight. 


THE HAPPY SPENDERS are talking in a 
different bu dget langu age. For instance, they 
talk abou t pu blic spending as a way to stimu ­ 


late the national economy . They talk abou t 
“essential spending,’’ meaning su ch things as 
hou sing su bsidies, when the fact is that “es­ 
sential spending” means something else, like 
rent and tax es to millions of American swhose 
hou sing nev er was su bsidized. 
They rant abou t a gov ernment that be­ 
comes prisoners to fears of frittering away 
confidence in its cu rrency . Bu t in this case 
again, millions of Americans who hav e seen 
their sav ings watered down by half and who 
don’t happen to hold a free pass on the in­ 
flationary grav y train think the most import 
ant thing there is — ju st as important as 
pu tting artificial moons in orbit or teaching 
the brown brothers abou t the delights of 
homogenized y ak milk — is stabilizing the 
bu y ing power of money . 


THIS IS the bu dget fight ev ery body will be 
reading abou t and talking abou t when Con­ 
gress conv enes nex t week and gets sq u ared 
away from a presidential bu dget message 
that is ex pected to mention 77 billion dollars 
as the place where ou tgo shou ld be pegged 
to match income. 
“Not nearly enou gh!” the Happy Spenders 
will scream.

It might help the representativ es and sena­ 
tors in their bu dget thinking between the be­ 
ginning and end of the first session of the 
86th Congress if they kept Charles de Gau lle’s

Matthews had been engaged to 
be ex ecu tiv e director for the Mc­ 
Carthy committee and he was a 
dangerou s man to the Commu nist 
mov ement. So, by rising a scan­ 
dalou s false pu blic impression that 
he was an enemy of the clergy per 
se, the anti-McCarthy forces im­ 
pu gned the committee and McCar­ 
thy . 
McCarthy flatly refu sed ev en to 
discu ss this issu e. It nev er came 
before the committee. 
Not one witness was ex amined 
and the Roosev elt woman lied when

White Hou se for three clergy men 
who then dispatched it to Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower as thou gh it had 
been their own. Ike then ex pressed 
resou nding indignation and wav ed 
the bloody shirt. 


MATTHEWS RECOGNIZED a fa- 
miliar trick and q u it to reliev e Me 
Carthy of embarrassment. 
The jacket of this book bears 
endorsements by those two sweet 
boy s. James Vincent Sheean, cu ll­ 
ed from the Herald Tribu ne’s book 
rev iew, and John Gu nther. They 
acclaim it as a historical treasu re. 
They wou ld. 
These darlings, famou s for their 
mu tu al infatu ation, once ex pressed 
in a lov e-fast in the H-T’s Su nday 
book thing, do not u ndertake to 
ex amine the point that I here chal­ 
lenge.

The American people are u nhap­ 
py aoou t the strikes that hav e been 
depriv ing them of essential serv ­ 
ices. Members of Congress are

has the right to work or to q u it 
work as he pleases. Bu t where the 
pu blic interest is damaged, the 
law can properly step in and re­ 
strict the right of any organized 
giou p to act coneertedly in prev ent­ 
ing others from working. 
Thu s, for ex ample, there is no 
right to strike against the gov ern­ 
ment itself, whether it be federal 
or state or city gov ernment. No­ 
body can be req u ired to work for 
the gov ernment. 
Actu ally , when the gov ernment 
seizes an indu stry , no u nion may 
tell its members not to work. To 
do so constitu tes an interference 
with the cou rt orders u su ally is* 
su fcd at the req u est of gov ernmen­ 
tal au thorities. 
Labor u nions are lawfu l insofar 
as they follow the indiv idu al de­ 
sire s of their members, bu t, where 
two or more persons act in con­ 
cert to bring abou t the interru p­ 
tion of an essential serv ice, there 
is opened a field for restriction. 
The law can limit su ch economic 
action. In this sense, a grou p of 
indiv idu als has no more right to 
damage the pu blic interest than 
has a corporation. 


THE REMEDY heretofore ap­ 
plied has been gov ernment seizu re 
of an essential indu stry . Bu t this 
has nev er prov ed a satisfactory 
solu tion. It has in its elements of 
coercion, distastefu l to a free so­ 
ciety . 
For y ears, stu dents of the prob­ 
lem hav e ex amined a v ariety of 
proposed solu tions. 
The Taft 
Hartley Act today 
prov ides for a no-strike morator­ 
iu m for 80 day s du ring a so-called 
“cooling-off” period. Bu t a politi­ 
cally minded president can ignore 
it rather than antagonize those la­ 
bor leaders who su pported him in 
his election campaign. So it is 
not desirable to make any solu tion 
dependent u pon presidential discre­ 
tion. Likewise, becau se it is known 
that after 80 day s the same situ a­ 
tion will arise as before, the ten­ 
dency is to wait ou t the period and 
go at the fight again. 
In wartime, there hav e been 
laws prov iding for seizu re when a 
seriou s strike is threatened. 
Seizu re as a last resort is prob­ 
ably one answer, ev en in peace­ 
time, to a deadlock. Bu t there hav e 
been other su ggestions from labor 
ex perts in the last half centu ry 
that hav e nev er been giv en a trial 
and which wou ld seem to promise 
better resu lts. 
Thu s, the idea of mandatory ar­ 
bitration, 
if 
no 
agreement 
is 
reached du ring a fix ed period of 
negotiation, has alway s been giv 
cn moral su pport by disinterested 
observ ers. 


The trou ble with the plan is that 
impartial arbitrators are not easy 
to get. There has been in the past 
talk in Congress of setting u p a 
labor cou rt for strike emergencies, 
to be composed of ju dges select 
ed from a panel of federal ju rists 
regu larly on the bench. 


THE LABOR UNIONS hav e not 
liked this approach becau se they 
hav e believ ed it legalistic and that 
the decisions are not likely to pen­ 
etrate the hu man q u estions that 
freq u ently giv e rise to deadlocks 
in negotiations — matters of holi­ 
day s 
and 
pensions 
and 
other 
Tringe” benefits. 
Employ ers, on the other hand, 
hav e feared that arbitrators wou ld 
ignore the financial capacity of a 
smaller company competing with 
a larger one, or else that too mu ch 
power wou ld be giv en the neu tral 
arbitrator becau se, 
as 
a 
ru le, 
each side picks an arbitrator and 
the two select a third, who is su p­ 
posed to be neu tral. 
Arbitrators selected for a single 
task like this are often plasu ed 
by the after-effects of their deci­ 
sions. 
If laws were passed prov iding 
some sy stem whereby a perman­ 
ent panel of arbitrators, compris­ 
ing ou tstanding persons in ev ery 
indu stry , were established — with 
all three arbitrators assigned by 
the gov ernment — there might be 
a better chance for the princi­ 
ple of arbitration to be accepted. 
Union labor has more to gain 
than to lose in finding some su b­ 
stitu te for the strike weapon. 
The economic losses to the cou n­ 
try from recent strikes were stag­ 
gering. The amou nt gained by the 
u nions is infinitesimal compared 
to the indirect losses they hav e 
su ffered. 
Also, as pu blic opinion becomes 
Irritated and antagonized by fre­ 
q u ent strikes, the whole cau se of 
self-organization may be impaired 
by hostile legislation. 


GOVERNMENTAL au thority to­ 
day fix es the rates to be charged 
to cu stomers by pu blic u tilities. 
Bu t no pu blic body fix es the wages 
that may be charged which can 
force those rates u pward. 
The same principle applies to 
the nonu tility bu sinesses. The gov 
ernment fix es the percentage of 
profit left to a bu siness after 
tax es, bu t say s nothing when the 
company ’s ex penses are forced u p­ 
ward by higher pay rolls that dimin­ 
ish the gov ernment's total receipts 
and also perhaps force the em­ 
ploy er into the red, with no tax 
rev enu es for the gov ernment at 
all. 
The “pu blic interest** in labor 
dispu tes is far-reaching. Some day 
real statesmanship will hav e to be 
display ed in Congress to find a 
solu tion that is fair to the work­ 
er and to the employ er and to the 
pu blic, 
which 
the 
gov ernment 
represents. 
What seems logical is a sy stem 
of arbitration, made mandatory 
perhaps only after federal media­ 
tors hav e reported that one side 
or the other in an essential indu s­ 
try has adopted an u nreasonable 
end arbitrary position which can 
sev erely damage the pu blic inter­ 
est throu gh a prolonged strike.
